GENERAL  INFORMATION 

There  are  no  academic  requirements  for  admission  to  the  Evening  and 
Afternoon  Courses;  no  credit  given  and  no  certificates  awarded.  Those  seeking 
admission  to  the  Classes  have  freedom  of  choice  of  subjects.  In  order,  how- 
ever, that  students  may  receive  some  guidance,  counsellors  are  at  hand  on 
the  nights  of  registration.  Prospective  students  are  at  liberty  to  visit  the  Head- 
quarters of  the  Division  of  University  Extension,  84  Queen’s  Park  for  advice 
between  9 a.m.  and  5 p.m.  daily  (excepting  Saturdays  and  Sundays). 

Afternoon  Courses  will  be  held  at  the  University  of  Toronto,  Etobicoke, 
Port  Credit,  and  Parkdale,  during  the  1965-66  Session.

The  number  who  can  be  admitted  to  some  classes  is  limited  and  when  the 
maximum  enrolment  has  been  reached,  no  more  applications  will  be  accepted 
for  these  classes  unless  the  number  warrants  forming  additional  classes. 

A class  in  most  of  the  subjects  listed  is  organized  when  30  students  have 
enrolled;  courses  that  are  primarily  lecture  courses  have  no  maximum  limit; 
courses  that  can  be  conducted  successfully  only  on  the  basis  of  a small  enrol- 
ment will  be  limited  in  size. 

STUDENTS  MUST  SHOW  ADMISSION  SLIPS  (RECEIPT  FOR  FEES 
PAID)  AT  EACH  LECTURE  BEFORE  ENTERING  THE  CLASSROOM. 

FEES 

Fees  are  payable  in  advance,  and  cheques,  made  payable  to  the  University 
of  Toronto,  should  be  at  par  in  Toronto.  Applicants  should  use  the  forms 
provided  with  this  syllabus,  and  should  send  them  in,  with  fees,  during 
September.  A student  is  enrolled  only  when  his  fee  has  been  paid  in  full.  More 
application  forms  may  be  obtained  on  request.  Should  a class  not  be  organized

due  to  insufficient  enrolment,  the  full  fee  will  be  refunded.  When  the  enrol- 
ment is  large,  it  will  not  be  possible  to  admit  occasional  students  to  a class 
or  classes.

A student  is  held  responsible  for  all 
courses  in  which  he  registers  unless  he  officially  withdraws.  Merely  ceasing  to 
attend  class  does  not  constitute  official  withdrawal.  Refunds  will  be  made 
only  if  they  are  requested  before  the  second  lecture  of  the  course  is  given.

PLANS  OR  FOR  ADDITIONAL  COMMITMENTS  WHICH  A STUDENT

Because  of  the  cost  of  making  adjustments,  a charge  of  $5.00  is  made  for 
each  refund.  REQUESTS  FOR  REFUNDS  MUST  BE  ACCOMPANIED  BY 
ADMIT-TO-LECTURE  CARDS  AND  OFFICIAL  INCOME  TAX 
RECEIPTS. 

The  processing  of  refunds  takes  approximately  thirty  days.

LECTURE  ROOMS 

Most  of  the  Evening  Courses  meet  in  University  College,  which  is  situated 
north  of  the  campus  at  the  head  of  King’s  College  Road.  University  College 
may  also  be  reached  by  Taddle  Creek  Road  and  by  Wellesley  Street,  as  well 
as  by  walking  south  from  the  bus  stop  on  Hoskin  Avenue.  Students  enter 
University  College  by  the  south  doorway. 

Other  places  of  meeting  include  the  McLennan  Laboratory,  The  Sidney 
Smith  Building — 100  St.  George  Street,  The  Galbraith  Building — 35  St.  George 
Street,  Wallberg  Building,  School  of  Nursing,  Ontario  College  of  Education, 
The  Lash  Miller  Building — 80  St.  George  Street,  Edward  Johnson  Building, 
Royal  Ontario  Museum,  Canadiana  Gallery,  the  Division  of  University  Exten- 
sion— 84  Queen’s  Park,  and  the  Art  Gallery  of  Toronto — 317  Dundas  Street 
West. 

A variety  of  courses  are  given  off  the  St.  George  (main)  campus  and 
meeting  places  are  shown  under  their  separate  headings  as  noted  in  the  body 
of  the  the  calendar.

NO  LECTURES  WILL  BE  HELD  ON  THANKSGIVING  DAY,  MON- 
DAY, OCTOBER  11. 
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AMONG  THE  STARS 

This  is  a survey  course  of  a popular  nature  for  which  no  mathematical 
knowledge  is  required.  It  is  designed  to  provide  the  ordinary  person  with  a 
knowledge  of  what  lies  beyond  his  own  planet.  The  aims  and  achievements  of 
modern  astronomy  will  be  presented.  The  course  will  be  partly  descriptive  but 
it  also  will  aim  to  give  an  understanding  of  how  man  has  acquired  his  knowl- 
edge and  what  forces  are  at  work  in  shaping  the  universe.  There  will  be  a visit 
to  the  David  Dunlap  Observatory  and  its  radioastronomy  equipment,  and 
observations  with  the  great  telescope  will  be  arranged.  Slides,  motion  pictures, 
laboratory  demonstrations,  and  other  lecture  aids  will  be  used.  Books  and 
magazines  on  astronomy,  at  a suitable  level,  are  available  for  students  to  bor- 
row between  lectures  if  they  wish. 

We  will  start  with  a study  of  the  Earth  as  an  astronomical  body.  This  year 
special  attention  will  be  paid  to  the  Moon  and  the  planets  Venus  and  Mars.  The 
how  and  why  of  satellites  and  interplanetary  space  vehicles  will  need  to 
be  discussed.  After  a swing  around  the  rest  of  the  solar  system,  the  Sun  itself 
will  be  studied  both  inside  and  out,  because  it  is  a typical  star.  After  that  the 
lectures  will  deal  with  the  stars  which  are  the  Sun’s  nearest  neighbours,  the 
Milky  Way,  and  the  universe  of  other  stellar  systems.  Classroom  discussions 
will  be  encouraged.  Twenty  lectures.

ANTHROPOLOGY— THE  STUDY  OF  MAN 

This  course  seeks  to  highlight  the  problems  of  anthropology  as  they  are 
encountered  in  the  study  and  development  of  man  as  a species  and  as  a normal 
human  being.  In  so  far  as  man  is  a biological,  psychological  and  social  being, 
anthropology  attempts  to  view  human  behaviour  in  the  light  of  his  evolution, 
the  physical  body  with  which  he  faces  the  world,  the  raw  materials  and  tools 
he  possesses  which  have  become  part  of  his  social  heritage,  and  the  social 
techniques  and  controls  which  allow  him  to  cope  with  the  problem  of  living. 
Despite  the  evolutionary,  historical  and  developmental  point  of  view  taken  in 
this  course,  the  point  of  reference  is  always,  “What  does  this  mean  for  us 
today?”  Illustrative  material  is  drawn  from  our  knowledge  of  pre-literate 
societies,  both  modern  and  prehistoric.

ART  OF  SPEECH 

This  course  is  for  women  only;  a practical  course  in  various  phases  of  the 
spoken  word;  different  forms  of  public  speaking;  introducing,  thanking  speak- 
ers, etc.;  the  architecture  of  speech,  and  the  conduct  of  meetings.  Special  atten- 
tion to  impromptu  speech,  the  art  of  conversation  to  improve  relations  and 
enable  students  to  understand  and  meet  their  various  speech  situations  fear- 
lessly. As  we  learn  chiefly  by  “doing,”  every  phase  of  the  work  is  translated 
into  action  by  class.  Emphasis  on  building  better  vocabularies,  music  of 
language,  interpretation  of  various  forms  of  literature — poetry,  choral  speak- 
ing, dramatizing  conversations,  skits,  original  monologues — possibly  scenes 
from  plays,  voice  training,  diaphragmatic  breathing,  range,  resonance,  projec- 
tion of  voice.  Posture — physical  exercises,  relaxation.  Each  student  is  helped 
to  discover  her  aptitudes,  and  is  encouraged  to  do  solo  work  in  accordance 
with  her  needs,  for  constructive  criticism  and  analysis  and  to  choose  her  own 
homework.  To  train  mind,  voice  and  body  to  work  in  harmony,  and  to  de- 
velop poise  are  primary  objectives.  Applicants  must  be  women  over  twenty 
years  of  age.  The  lecturer  is  Consultant  and  Instructor  in  Speech  Arts  for  a 
number  of  organizations.

The  greatest  means  of  communication  is  Speech.  Students  in  this  course 
will  be  taught  the  fundamentals  of  speech  work:  vowel  and  consonantal 
sounds,  articulation,  pronunciation,  sentence  structure,  and  the  building  of  a 
vocabulary  for  effective  speaking  and  writing  in  English.  Instruction  will  also 
be  given  in  breathing,  open  throat,  tone  placement,  the  formation  and  projection 
of  tone.  Analysis  and  general  interpretation  of  poetry  and  prose,  sight  reading, 
and  public  speaking  will  be  studied.  Twenty  lectures.

There  will  be  frequent  delivery  of  speeches  by  all  the 
students  and  the  study  of  the  principles  of  effective  oral  communication.  All 
classes  will  provide  training  for  varied  speaking  occasions.  A sincere  effort 
will  be  made  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  individual  student.  Every  class  will  be 
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suitable  for  beginners  as  well  as  for  those  who  have  had  previous  training 
and  experience  in  public  speaking.  The  Course  will  aid  in  developing  qualities 
of  leadership  and  self-confidence.  Students  will  meet  and  hear,  and  make  new 
acquaintances  amongst  interesting  people  of  varied  ages  from  many  walks  of 
life.  The  men  and  women  who  complete  these  twenty-lecture  courses  become 
speakers  who  are  able  to  present  their  ideas  interestingly,  clearly,  forcefully 
and  persuasively.

ENGLISH  COMPOSITION— ELEMENTARY 

The  aim  of  this  course  is  twofold:  first,  to  present  English  as  a living,  work- 
ing language;  and  second,  to  teach  those  interested  to  use  it  with  accuracy, 
precision,  and  confidence.  The  fundamental  rules  of  punctuation  and  grammar 
will  be  studied,  and  some  attention  given  to  effective  word  usage,  sentence 
structure,  and  paragraphing.  Practice  in  writing  the  essay  (or  manuscript)  will 
be  a feature  of  the  course,  with  emphasis  on  correctness  of  form  and  planning, 
together  with  proofreading  or  revision.  The  letter  and  precis  will  be  considered 
(but  not  the  aspects  of  commercial  communication).  Consideration  will  be 
given  to  proper  pronunciation  and  clear  enunciation  of  words.  Twenty  lectures.

MASTERING  GOOD  ENGLISH

LANGUAGE  COURSES — OTHER  THAN  ENGLISH 
EN  FRANCE 

Beginning  in  October,  the  Division  of  University  Extension  will  offer  again 
the  course  known  as  EN  FRANCE.  This  course  will  run  concurrently  with  the 
EN  FRANCE  TV  programme.  Tapes  of  the  TV  programme  will  be  shown  to 
the  class  each  week. 

The  EN  FRANCE  course,  a brilliant  break-through  in  linguistics,  is  the 
result  of  four  years  of  intensive  research  and  development. 

With  EN  FRANCE  you  don’t  memorize.  You  soak  up  the  language.  It  teaches 
you  through  all  your  major  senses,  in  the  same  way  a young  French  child 
learns  his  mother  tongue.  Through  the  scientifically  integrated  television  series, 
books  and  records,  you  learn  French  as  though  you  were  really  in  France.

FRANCE  course  and  provide  the  student  with  a full  evening’s  experience  in 
French,  a period  of  community  singing  before  each  formal  class  is  planned  for 
those  interested.

EN  FRANCE — ADVANCED 

Upon  completion  of  the  EN  FRANCE  courses,  a considerable  number  of 
students  expressed  the  wish  that  they  might  repeat  this  unusual  linguistic 
experience  using  film,  text,  and  record  as  a point  of  departure  for  more 
advanced  study  of  the  language.  Students  will,  in  fact,  see  once  again  the 
films  which  they  saw  previously,  review  briefly  the  material  and  exercises  in  the 
manual,  and  then  exploit  further  the  topics  and  situations  presented  in  each 
chapter.  The  aim  will  be  to  increase  vocabulary,  master  more  advanced  syntax, 
and  generally  to  sustain  and  extend  the  ability  to  speak  the  language.  Students 
will  have  greater  opportunity  to  express  themselves  in  group  conversations,  and 
short  prepared  speeches.  The  intention  is  to  preserve  the  freshness  and  variety 
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of  the  actual  material  at  hand  while  exploring  more  deeply  the  rich  resources 
of  the  French  language. 

The  EN  FRANCE  series  of  films  will  be  presented  once  again  on  CHCH-TV, 
Channel  11,  Hamilton,  to  coincide  with  this  programme.

FRENCH 


French  I is  for  beginners  in  this  language.  Students  are  expected  to  study  the 
lesson  previously  prepared  in  the  class  each  week  and  write  out  the  exercises, 
so  that  the  elementary  course  can  be  covered  in  the  twenty  lectures. 

French  II  is  for  those  who  have  been  in  a beginners’  class  for  one  year.  The 
study  of  elementary  grammar  is  continued,  and  vocabulary  building,  through 
reading  and  class  drills,  is  intensified. 

French  III  is  for  those  who  have  had  three  years  of  high  school  French  or 
the  equivalent.  The  primary  objective  is  the  development  of  facility  in  con- 
versation, especially  in  such  fields  as  current  events,  travel,  and  daily  life.  The 
course  comprises  a review  of  principles  of  grammar  and  pronunciation,  free 
conversation,  the  drafting  of  simple  business  letters  and  social  notes,  and  the 
reading  aloud  of  selections  from  French  newspapers,  plays  and  short  stories. 
This  may  be  supplemented  by  phonograph  and  tape  recordings,  etc.  In  the 
second  term,  members  of  the  class  who  wish  to  speak  very  briefly  on  subjects 
of  their  own  choosing  are  encouraged  to  do  so. 

French  IV  is  for  those  who  have  a sound  grounding  in  grammar  and  who 
have  completed  secondary  school  French  or  have  taken  the  French  III 
evening  class.  The  course  is  a combination  of  reading,  translation,  conver- 
sation, and  more  advanced  than  French  III.  Short  talks  are  given  by  those 
proficient  enough,  and  discussions  and  games  of  a nature  to  promote  facility  in 
speaking  are  also  arranged.  Slides  may  be  shown  and  commentaries  in  French 
given. 

French  V is  for  students  from  French  IV  and  those  who  have  sufficient  pro- 
ficiency in  the  language  to  participate  actively.  The  class  will  be  conducted 
entirely  in  the  French  language. 

Extra  sections  will  be  provided  at  all  five  levels  according  to  the  number  of 
students  enrolling.

INTRODUCTORY  ORAL  FRENCH  FOR  BUSINESSMEN 
A Concentrated  Course

INTRODUCTION  TO  LOGIC  AND  SCIENTIFIC  METHODS 

This  introductory  course  is  designed  to  give  an  understanding  of  the  nature 
of  logical  thinking.  It  will  help  the  student  to  improve  his  powers  of  cogent 


reasoning  and  enable  him  to  recognize  the  difference  between  good  and  bad 
evidence.  It  will  help  him  to  see  the  difference  between  persuasion  through 
various  psychological  means,  and  rational  conviction  through  evidence  and 
logical  reasoning.  It  will  enable  him  to  develop  a critical  attitude  toward  the 
assumptions  and  presuppositions  which  form  the  premises  of  his  own  and 
others’  arguments  in  such  fields  as  ethics,  politics  and  other  social  sciences, 
where  the  facts  are  not  fully  verified  but  contain  elements  of  tradition,  prefer- 
ence, and  evaluation.  It  should  make  him  conscious  of  the  ambiguity  of  words, 
and  the  various  functions  of  language. 

It  will  serve  as  an  introduction  to  the  main  principles  and  methods  of  scien- 
tific procedure,  such  as  care  in  observation,  the  uses  of  hypotheses,  and  verifica- 
tion.

THE  METROPOLITAN  COMMUNITY 

There  is  a growing  interest  in  the  metropolis:  by  the  citizens  who  rely  on  it 
to  provide  them  with  opportunities  and  satisfactions  and  by  scholars  who 
recognize  it  as  a new  and  distinct  field  of  study.  In  response  to  the  strong  local 
interest  shown  in  the  metropolis  in  Toronto,  the  Division  of  University 
Extension  has  asked  the  Bureau  of  Municipal  Research  to  arrange  a series  of 
ten  lectures  on  the  Metropolitan  Community.  The  course  will  survey  and 
analyze  the  entire  urban  environment  showing  it  as  an  organic  whole.  The 
introductory  lecture  will  adopt  an  historical  approach  to  the  growth  of  the 
city  to  its  present  form.  Thereafter  the  course  will  isolate  and  relate  to  other 
major  influences,  the  economic,  social,  institutional  and  political  streams  of  life 
in  the  total  urban  environment.  If  there  is  any  emphasis  on  any  particular  facet 
of  urban  life  it  will  be  on  the  role  of  public  authorities.  A concluding  session 
will  attempt  to  look  at  the  future  of  the  metropolis;  to  indicate  to  us  what  we 
must  aim  for  and  what  we  must  avoid.  The  ten  speakers  will  make  full  use  of 
slides,  maps  and  other  illustrative  material  in  their  lectures.  As  with  former 
programmes  of  this  nature,  active  participation  from  the  audience  is  anticipated 
in  discussion  periods.

PRIMITIVE  RELIGIONS 

This  is  primarily  an  anthropology  course,  inquiring  into  the  role  of  religion 
in  tribal  societies.  In  such  societies  religion  is  traditionally  an  all-pervasive 
force  in  day-to-day  living,  and  many  phenomena  that  we  explain  through 
scientific  knowledge  are  only  to  be  comprehended  by  primitive  man  in  terms 
of  his  religion.  When  our  civilization  touches  a tribal  culture,  great  damage  to 
that  culture  can  result,  and  the  native  religion  can  play  a variety  of  roles  in 
such  a situation. 

We  will  start  with  a discussion  of  what  lies  behind  religious  behaviour,  and 
go  on  to  look  at  some  of  the  basic  concepts  of  primitive  religions,  the  tech- 
niques of  religion,  and  the  religious  specialist.  Next  we  will  consider  religion 
as  an  agent  of  social  control,  and  the  part  it  plays  in  the  culture  contact 
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situation.  We  will  conclude  by  studying  the  world  views  of  some  tribal  societies 
from  various  parts  of  the  world.

COMME  SI  VOUS  Y ETIEZ”,  produced  by  Hachette  of  Paris.  To  the  triple 
approach  offered  by  “En  France”  in  the  form  of  text,  films,  and  records  is 
added  a fourth  dimension,  that  of  putting  into  immediate  practice  what  has 
just  been  learned  in  the  classroom.  This  method  is  a tested  one  and  has  proven 
effective.

The  Summer  School  of  the  Theatre,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Division  of 
University  Extension,  University  of  Toronto,  offers  a five  weeks’  course  of 
study  for  those  interested  in  the  professional  theatre,  the  community  theatre 
and  drama  in  the  schools. 

Students  will  undertake  intensive  work  in  all  phases  of  the  theatre.  Thirty 
hours  of  each  week  will  be  devoted  to  formal  instruction  and  the  individual 
preparation  of  scenes  to  be  presented  to  the  entire  school  at  the  end  of  each 
week. 

Course  subjects  will  include:  Acting  Technique,  Scene  Preparation,  Voice 
and  Speech,  Make-up,  Stage  Craft,  General  Introduction  to  Play  Production 
and  Dramatic  Literature.  The  course  in  play  production  is  of  particular  interest 
to  those  concerned  with  drama  in  the  schools  and  the  community  theatre.

In  addition  to  the  Evening  and  Afternoon  Courses,  the  Division  of  Univer- 
sity Extension  offers  many  other  courses  and  services.  Readers  of  this  brochure 
are  invited  to  ask  about: 

1.  (a)  GENERAL  COURSE  (Extension),  leading  to  the  Bachelor  of  Arts 
degree. 

(b)  GENERAL  COURSE  IN  SCIENCE  ( Extension ),  leading  to  a degree 
of  Bachelor  of  Science.  Only  first  year  course  available  by  evening 
study. 

(c)  Degree  course  for  graduates  of  diploma  school  in  Nursing  leading  to 
Bachelor  of  Science  in  Nursing  degree.  Only  first  year  course  avialable 
by  evening  study. 


2.  CERTIFICATE  COURSE  IN  BUSINESS  provides  instruction  in  the  basic 
principles  of  modern  business.  The  course  makes  it  possible  for  young 
business  men  and  women  to  continue  their  education  and  hold  positions  at 
the  same  time.  The  programme  is  designed  for  students  who  are  capable 
of  undertaking  courses  at  the  undergraduate  level. 

The  course  consists  of  six  subjects  in  the  field  of  business  and  industry, 
four  of  which,  Accounting,  Economics,  Human  Factors  of  Administration, 
and  Business  Organization,  are  compulsory.  Two  optional  subjects  are 
selected  from  the  following  group:  Business  Finance,  Marketing,  Production, 
and  Elementary  Statistics.  One  of  these  is  selected  in  each  of  the  Second 
and  Third  Years. 

A student  may  enrol  for  not  more  than  two  subjects  in  the  same  session. 
Thus,  by  undertaking  two  subjects  in  each  session,  the  course  can  be 
completed  in  three  years. 

3.  BUSINESS  AND  PROFESSIONAL  COURSES  are  designed  to  meet  the 
educational  needs  of  executive  and  supervisory  personnel.  In  general  these 
courses  are  non-credit  and  there  are  no  academic  requirements  for  enrol- 
ment. In  many  cases  the  enrolment  is  limited. 

Optional  examinations  are  offered  in  some  subjects. 

CERTIFICATE  COURSE  IN  PUBLIC  ADMINISTRATION  is  intended 
primarily  for  those  with  considerable  experience  in  the  public  service  who 
wish  to  acquire  a broader  background  in  the  political  and  social  sciences 
essential  to  an  understanding  of  the  executive  branch  of  government  and 
its  functions.  It  is  not  intended  as  preparation  for  those  planning  to  enter 
public  service.  Emphasis  is  on  Canadian  governments  at  all  levels  (federal, 
provincial  and  municipal),  and  their  major  problem  areas. 
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4.  CORRESPONDENCE  COURSES  are  conducted  by  the  Extension  Division 
for  the  organizations  listed  herein.  A variety  of  subjects  is  available;  each 
organization  enrols  students  in  a course  consisting  of  the  subjects  appropriate 
to  its  requirements,  and  grants  recognition  for  successful  completion.
